MADAM CHAIR: Good morning. The purpose 
of our meeting today is to conduct what we call a 
scoping session and we are going to be looking at the 
written evidence that has been submitted by the group 
consisting of Northwatch, the North Shore Tribal 
Council, the United Chiefs and Councils of Manitoulin 
and the Union of Ontario Indians. 

We Nave’ the Board,''Mr.. Martel and I. My 
name is Anne Koven and I have not met the parties 
directly. Welcome to this session. 

Could you please identify yourselves, 
please. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: I am Philip Zylberberg, 
counsel for the Northwatch coalition. 

MADAM CHAIR: Could you spell your name, 
Mr. Zylberberg? 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: Z-y-l-b-e-r-b-e-r-g. If 
it is necessary to reach me, I can be reached at 324 
Elm Street, Sudbury : 

MADAM CHAIR: Thank you. 

MS. LLOYD: I'm Brennain Lloyd from 
Northwatch, group liaison for Northwatch, here for the 
Northwatch coalition of Northwatch, North Shore Tribal 


Council, United Chiefs and Council of Manitoulin and 
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the: Union. 

MADAM CHAIR: Thank you very much, Ms. 
Lloyd. I know that you have certainly been in touch 
with our office for a long time now. 

MS. LLOYD: It has been a while. 

MADAM CHAIR: Four years actually. 

We conduct these sessions very informally 
and what we really are attempting to do is to 
satisfy -- the Board wants to satisfy itself that it 
has a good understanding of the written evidence. We 
read it very carefully before we have it presented 
Orally and we have a few questions we are going to put 
to you and ask that you have your witnesses prepared to 
respond to these questions from the Board and these 
questions are purely for the purpose of helping us 
understand better what the written evidence is in front 
OpPus. 

These sessions have also provided an 
Opportunity for other parties to ask questions if they 
don't understand some aspect of the evidence or the 
process of getting the evidence in front of the Board. 

We also talk about scheduling, how long 
parties will take in putting in their 
examination-in-chief and how long the intervenors and 


the Proponent will take in cross-examining the 
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witnesses. 


We understand that you have 19 witness 
statements here. So we will peruse with you whether 
you intend to bring all 19 witnesses and we will talk a 
bit about the scheduling. 

As I said, this is a procedure we have 
set up to make sure that it goes very smoothly once we 
show up on the first day of the case, and we would also 
like at the scoping stage, if there will be any 
procedural problems we like to identify those 
beforehand. As well. 

So I think we can get started and there 
are very few people here today. I don't know if you 
have met Catherine Blastorah who is counsel for the 
Ministry of Natural Resources, behind here is Darlene 


Dahl who represents the Ministry of the Environment and 


to your right is Barrie Maxwell and you will know Ms. 


Maxwell. 

We have received, so as far as I know, 
and Mr. Pascoe can correct me, we have received only 
one statement of issue -- two. One from the Ministry 
of Natural Resources and the OFIA. So presumably 
cross-examination will only be conducted by those two 


parties. Occasionally the Ministry of the Environment 


-_has a- question, but I expect if they do they will be 
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very brief. 
So. i think what. we will sdeo vw Mee 


Blastorah, is perhaps go through the Board’ salisteor 


questions first and then you can take up any issues you 


wish to with Phisspancy. 

Our first question has to do with the 
evidence of Dr. ‘Peter Quinby in Section 7 of your 
Aveueow, We understand that the Ministry of Natural 
Resources will be questioning Dr. Quinby on some 
aspects of his views on old growth white pine and its 
Protection. 

The Board wanted to satisfy itself about 
what seems to be a discrepancy in numbers. On page 22 
of Dr. Quinby's presentation he identifies 31 per cent 
of old growth white pine currently being protected in 
Ontario, and then on page 43 he talks about 41 per cent 
of old growth white pine being protected in Ontario. 

What we would like-Dr. Quinby to do is to 
clarify for the Board what these statistics mean. 

Also, all our business is taken down by a 
court reporter and you will be able to have a 
transcript of what we are saying today. I guess you 
are going to pecs to take notes because you won't have 
them before Monday when we start. 


At any rate, if there are any questions

about the transcript you can Speak to Mr. Pascoe and he 
can get in touch with Himean is reporter. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: Our major concern is to 
make sure that we know your questions so we come 
prepared to answer them. 

MADAM CHAIR: The second question we have 
for Dr. Quinney is one that we have been asking 
regularly of all the parties and all the witnesses and 
that is, various people have come before us with 
proposals that a certain percentage of the land base 
should be treated in a certain way. 

In Dr. Quinby's view he proposes I 
Bedieve that 10 to 15 per cent of the old growth white 
pine or perhaps he means all white pine now, I am not 
quite clear on that, should have some protection 


afforded it and the Board's question to Dr. Quinney is: 


Has he considered what this will do with respect to 


other uses of that land base, and keeping in mind that 
we have also proposals before us such as the endangered 
spaces - I want to say endangered species, of course - 
the endangered spaces proposal which calls for a 12 per 
cent protection of a certain part of the land base. 

We have had the industry come before us 
and talk about the reserve policies of modified and 


no-cut reserves which in their opinion could remove 
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mome land base from forestry and and we received 
percentages in the order of 12 to 20 per cent in that 
Situation. 

I guess we are asking Dr. Quinby to 
address that issue of protecting a certain portion, a 
certain percentage of the land base and is that 
compatible with other uses such as parks perhaps or the 
endangered spaces program, or is it an area of the land 
base which is entirely separate and, again, he calls 
for that I think within each management unit where 
there is white pine. We would like him to address that 
question for us. 

In Section 8 of your written evidence, 
which is the evidence of Mr. Wakegijig, we notice on 
page 3 that this witness will be referring to 
traditional plants and herbs valued by native people. 
We are interested in this. 

So as far as we know we haven't received 
another estimate of how many varieties of plants may be 
of use or value by native communities and we wonder if 
this’ figure of 150 differentavarieties: Obvplants is 
unique to Mr. Wakegijig's community or does this 
reflect in some way -- is there common interest among 
many native communities for the same plants and herbs 


Or are they very unique to each-community. 
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In Section 17 is the evidence of Ms. 
Robin MacIntyre and the Board would like clarification 
of three statements that were made by Ms. MacIntyre. 

On page 4, item 8, are we to take it that 
Ms. MacIntyre is saying that the guidelines of the 
Ministry of the Environment, including Fisheries 
Habitat Guidelines and the Moose Guidelines, are not 
working. Is she saying that these are in fact in her 
experience not working. 

Also, the second part of her statement 
where she says: 

"Any protection values for fish and 

wildlife apply only to harvested 

species" is not the Board's understanding 
of the Fisheries Habitat Guidelines in which it is the 
waterbodies that are to be protected. I wasn't quite 
clear as to what she was saying in this section. 

Mr. Martel has just pointed out, in the 
second part of that statement Ms. MacIntyre claims 
that: 

"Lately evidence has emerged to challenge 

our trust in the Ministry's idea of 

protection for these and other species 
wieHaan and beyond their areas of 


concern." 
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We would like to know which evidence this 
Sit 

On*pageS5;~item’12/°Ms* MacIntyre refers 
to comments made by a district forester for MNR to the 
effect that there would need to be a substitution of 
young timber from mature wood that would somehow be 
tied up by an EA that was being conducted on Megisan 
Lake. 

The gist of these comments aren't quite 
clear to the Board. I don't know if the environmental 
assessment that has resulted from a bump-up has-in fact 
been completed on Megisan Lake, but that sort of 
statement presumably couldn't be made until the 
environmental assessment had been completed. One can't 
predict beforehand what the results of that 
environmental assessment will be. So the remarks are 
confusing and we would like some explanation by Ms. 
MacIntyre as to her understanding of what was meant. 

Finally, on page 7, the top of page 7, 
Ms. MacIntyre refers to a comment made by the Ministry 
of Natural Resources that: 

"Even if the company's work permit was 

pulled there would be no guarantee that 

Chey, 2 i\the «company, ©... would compiw.. 


Again, we would like to understand what 
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Ms. MacIntyre is relating to the Board in this 
instance. We are very familiar with the requirements 
of the Crown Timber Act and there is a fairly stringent 
penalty system that would come into play against an 
operator who didn't have a work permit. So we would 
like some clarification about that. 

In other words, the Board finds it hard 
to believe that a company without a work permit would 
be doing any work in the bush, but we would like to 
have some clarification of that. 

Finally in item 19, Dr. Peter Homenuck's 
evidence. We wish to know from Dr. Homenuck whether he 
has read the provisions for the native consultation 
program that are contained in the Ministry of Natural 
Resources January 6th, 1992, terms and conditions. 

It would be of great assistance to the 
Board if Dr. Homenuck were able to take a look at those 
proposed terms and conditions. We don't see in his 
evidence that he has done so, although he may have. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: I can advise you, Madam 
Chair, that when we met with him the other day we gave 
him a set and asked him to review it. So we 
anticipated just this question. 


MADAM CHAIR: Okay. That would be very 


helpful. Thank you. 
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Those are the questions that we have with 
respect to clarification of the written evidence. 

Ms. Blastorah, do you have anything to 
say? 

MS. BLASTORAH: Just a couple of points, 
Madam Chair. 

First) ofefall, deithink) yousraised sat 
yourself. You had some question about how the witness' 
presentation was going to be structured, whether it was 
going to be a single panel or individual witnesses 
because that would obviously affect how we would 
structure our cross-examination. 

Can you advice us? 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: Why don't we provide 
you with our tentative witness appearance schedule and 
we can talk about how we are anticipating calling the 
evidence. 

Bear in mind, if there is less 
cross-examination than we originally planned we may try 
and compress this.

If you read their statements you will see that they 
describe similar experiences in different communities. 

Peter Homenuck and Mark Dockstater having 
collaborated on the witness Statement, we were planning 
to call them together to be questioned on that 
statement. 

It was our plan to call other witnesses 
them singlely, but we are prepared to be talked out of 
that if it seems to anybody that it would be more 
reasonable to call people in groups. 

MADAM CHAIR: Do many of your witnesses 
live in North Bay? 

I ask that because we try to avoid the 
Situation where at two in the afternoon we have 
finished with one set of evidence and the witnesses for 
the next day aren't showing up until the next morning. 
We don't like to miss any time. We like to keep people 
going through as quickly as we can. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: Only one. I planned to 
call her the first day. All the other witnesses come 
from somewhere else. Some come from relatively close 
by; that is to say, from the Timiskaming District, in 
that region, but the majority come from further from 


that. 
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MADAM CHAIR: Will any be coming in the 
night before? 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: I suppose that our plan 
was to have them here for nine in the morning, but we 
have a case manager who is making those arrangements. 

I must confess that IT left that ian nisenands.=) idem « 
know. 

MS. LLOYD: My understanding is that 
those travelling in from the North Shore would be asked 
to come in the evening before so that they would be 
well rested and sure to be here on time for appearance 
at nine. As far as the Timiskaming witnesses, I think 
we were expecting would more probably travel in the 
same day. 

MADAM CHAIR: All right. I think what we 
are going to ask you to do after this session is to sit 
down with Ms. Blastorah and Mr. Pascoe and see if we 
are sure that we are going to be filling all the time 
that we are taking here. 

For example, it may be that Messrs. 
Aquonia's witness statements where are large in writing 
might come in more quickly than you had thought. 

On the other hand, they might take longer, but we 
certainty don't want to be in the situation where we 


have several hours left and no witnesses. 
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So it is going to take some ingenuity I 
think to see how we can bring the witnesses, to have 
them here and to use their time as usefully as we can. 

MS. BLASTORAH: Madam Chair, perhaps I 
Should note at this point, I am advised by Mr. Freidin 
who will be conducting the cross-examination that he 
does not expect ‘to be an extended period of time. I 
think probably in the neighbourhood of two to four 
hours at most, was his estimate for the entire case. 

So I appreciate that may significantly 
affect this and I think Mr. Zylberberg should be aware 
Srecnat. 

MADAM CHAIR: So Mr. Freidin will not be 
cross-examining every witness? 

MS. BLASTORAH: At the time he gave me 
that estimate he didn't know how the witnesses were 
going to be presented. 

Of course, if they are presented 
individually that may affect it somewhat, but I don't 
expect that it would be drastically affect the overall 
estimate. There may be some people that he would have 
no questions for based on the overall examination and 
his cross-examination may be focused on other 


individuals. 


MR. ZYLBERBERG: I must confess that in

my experience as a lawyer that sometimes my estimates 
of cross-examination prove wildly optimistic. 

I don't know if Ms. Blastorah can advise 
me if Mr. Freidin is better than I am at knowing how 
long he will take. 

MADAM CHAIR: The Board has some control 
over how energetically counsel cross-examine. 

MS. BLASTORAH: Of course, it is always 
subject to the oral evidence which is an unknown. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: We will do that and we 
will meet with other counsel this afternoon and, again, 
with our case manager. It may well be that we can chop 
a day off this depending on people's availability. To 
some extent we are dependent on when people can come to 
North Bay. 

MADAM CHAIR: Your witnesses are 
travelling a long distance and we want to make sure 
that we don't put too great a burden on them, but, on 
the other hand, if there is any possibility this week 
of moving some witnesses forward -- and I think we are 
getting an indication from the Proponent that it is 
going to go fairly quickly. 

MS. BLASTORAH: I will certainly contact 
Mr. Freidin to see if he can give me some idea of which 


witnesses he thinks his cross-examination will be 
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focused on. That may be the most useful. 

MADAM CHAIR: Mr. Pascoe, do on know if 
Mr. Cassidy or someone from the OFIA is going to be 
here? 

MR. PASCOE: I know that Mr. Cassidy will 
be in attendance and he advised me last week that there 
may be a small number of these witnesses that he would 
be asking questions of. 

MADAM CHAIR: You can certainly pass this 
appearances schedule on to him or the final one that 
comes out of today. 

Mr. Cassidy is normally very brief in 
cross-examination, so I wouldn't expect that would add 
a large amount of time. 

MS. BLASTORAH: I did have one other 
matter, Madam Chair. It was in relation to one of the 
interrogatories that was asked by both the Ministry of 
Natural Resources -- I don't think you need them. 

It was a question that was asked both by 
the Ministry of Natural Resources and the Ministry of 
the Environment and that was in relation to the 
specific terms and conditions or proposals that the 
Coalition is asking the Board to impose. 

I don't think we got an answer to our 


interrogatory. It may have been an oversight, but in 
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any event, a very similar interrogatory was asked by 
the Ministry of the Environment ae the response that 
was given was that the Coalition will file their terms 
and conditions in due course and their content will be 
consistent with the witness statements. 

I have some concern and Mr. Freidin has 
expressed this concern to me as well, that it could 
make our cross-examination more difficult and less 
expeditious’ if we are notepresented with epecifac cerns 
and conditions until the time of oral evidence. 

If we could have those terms and 
conditions in advance I think it would help us focus 
the cross-examination and make the process much more 
expeditious. 

Terms and conditions, as the Board is 
aware, were really due in mid March from the parties 
and Northwatch being a party I'm sure they were aware 
of that. I am suggesting that at this point in the 
case preparation I am sure they know what their 
Specific terms and conditions are. 

If Mr. Zylberberg could provide us with 
those it would help us expedite our cross-examination 
and I am sure help with the scheduling of his case. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: We will by the end of 


this week have what are a set of recommendations that 
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come out of the witness statements. They will not be 


in the format that we would like them to be in; namely, 
one that responds directly to the Ministry's draft 
terms and conditions. 

Please do excuse the fact that our 
funding is not great and that we are a volunteer 
Organization except for the limited funding and that 
the hours that have been paid for have been used so far 
to prepare witness statements and to be ready for this 
hearing. 

So that when we file our draft terms and 
conditions later than we should we hope that we will 
get some sympathy from the fact that we don't have a 
large organization with a large budget for these 
hearings. 

However, we will, at the very least by 
the end of the week, cull all the recommendations out 
of these witness statements and circulate them so it is 
clear to the other parties what the individual 
witnesses are recommending. I wish I could do better, 
buteTécani te 

MS. BLASTORAH: Actually, that would be 
very helpful. My question really focuses on the fact 
that the evidence is obviously being put forward to 


support some position and it is helpful for 
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cross-examination if we know specifically what the 
Boson 1S. 

Whether or not they are in the final 
format I think is less important than whether we have 
the proposals and we know why the evidence is being 
called. I am sure that will be helpful to the Board, 
too. 

MADAM CHAIR: Thank you, Ms. Blastoranh. 

Any other matters to take up with Mr. 
Zylberberg? 

MS. BLASTORAH: Perhaps just by way of 
Clarification. When you provide that information, will 
it indicate which witness is there to support which 
proposal? You mentioned it would be focused on the 
witness statement. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: I am told we don't have 
the ability to do that until Monday morning, but it 
will come with the witness' name next to each specific 
recommendation. 

MS. BLASTORAH: I see. So there will be 
some idea of whose evidence supports that term and 
condition? 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: Yes. 

MS. BLASTORAH: That would be helpful. 


Thank syou.. 
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MR. ZYLBERBERG: We will bring that next 
Monday and I am sorry we can't do better. 

Partly one of the reasons that our 
planning is a little off is that the first case manager 
we hired fell very ill and had to be replaced midway 
through the process of putting together the case. 

So we will be there and we will have our 
witnesses, but we will not have our paperwork in the 
shape that we would have hoped. 

MS. BLASTORAH: When you mentioned that 
you would have that by the end of the week, would it be 
possible to have it faxed to us in Toronto? 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: I am now told that 
bringing it with me on Monday is the best I can do. 

MS. LLOYD: .Can. I, speak? 

MADAM CHAIR: Sure. 

MS. LLOYD: What we can provide by the 
end of the week is the recommendations as culled from 
the witness statements. 

It is my sense there is some, not a 
considerable, but a certain amount of consolidation 
which has to take place after that which we have to do 
in Aaa een with our partners, with our Coalition 


partners. 


As you can imagine, being a Coalition of

coalitions that requires a considerable amount of 
effort and, unfortunately, the lead individuals from 
the North Shore Tribal Council and the Union are 
unavailable to us this week. 

So the best that I believe we can commit 
to is having those culled straight from the witness 
statements, but ‘without that consolidation having 
taking place which means there will be some repetition 
and there may not be some exact matching. 

MS. BLASTORAH: Well, if we could get at 
least’ that” information. As 1 say, 2© will  helpsrngMr. 
Freidin's preparation and then when we get the other 
material on Monday he can rely more heavily on that. 
Thank you. That would be helpful. 

MADAM CHAIR: Any matters you wish to 
take up today, Ms. Dahl? 

MS. DAHL: ) No. ~MS. SeaborneprovidedEeMr: 
Pascoe with a letter outlining our position. Ms. 
Gillespie will be here next week for the evidence. 

MADAM CHAIR: Ms. Gillespie will be 
attending, alle arognite. 

MADAM CHAIR: Ms. Maxwell, do you have 
anything to add. 

MS. MAXWELL: We don't plan to do any 


Cross-examination. I will be here on Monday, but... 
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MADAM CHAIR: Again, we would encourage 
you, Mr. Zylberberg -- and I am going to pronounce your 
Name correctly at some point, but I am bad with 
everyone's name so it would be unusual if I could 
Pronounce yours correctly. 

We are going to ask you after this 
session to sit down with Mr. Pascoe and see what we can 
do with respect to pushing up your witnesses. It has 
been the experience of the Board that when we have a 
number of lay witnesses that the evidence comes in 
pretty quickly. 

I notice in some of your sessions, such 
as that with Dr. Quinby and Mr. Wilson, having gone 
through the written evidence it would be our 
expectation that, yes, those two witnesses will 
probably B huRy at least the afternoon. 

So I think with Mr. Pascoe's experience 
he might be able to make some suggestions as well as to 
how we can make sure all the time is filled, but again 
we appreciate that your witnesses are travelling at 
great distances and it is quite a logistical feat to 
get this many people all moving in the same direction 
at the same time. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: We will try and it would 


be our hope that we can chop a day off what we need. 
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MADAM CHAIR: All right, thank you. 

Do you have anything else you wish to 
raise with the Board or any questions to ask about how 
we conduct ourselves? 

We aecen ask the witnesses if they wish 


to be sworn in for their evidence, if they wish to be 


affirmed, if they wish ‘to doa ‘traditional "statement at 


the commencement of their evidence and, of course, it 
is entirely up to them, but you might with your elders, 
you might suggest that they wish to affirm their 
evidence in any way at all that the Board is very 
receptive to that. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: Ome of our witnesses 
will - that is William Trudeau - need an interpreter. 
It was our plan to have another one of our witnesses 
interpret. I‘know that’ for courts Of the Law that is 
frowned on. It was our hope that that would not be 
taken amiss here. 

He is a very good interpreter. Odawa 
interpreters are not that common. They would have to 
come from the (inaudible) because cae Odawa and Ojibway 
languages while similar are not identical. 

We would hope that that would not be 
taken amiss by anybody, that we would having a witness 


double as an interpreter for the a witness. 
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If anybody on the Board or elsewhere 
takes issue, let us know now and we will try and 
arrange for another interpreter. 

MS. BLASTORAH: I wasn't aware of this, 
Madam Chair. I am somewhat caught off guard, not that 
it is necessarily a problem. 

Perhaps one question of clarification. 
When you say interpreter, do you mean translator a 
what exactly do you mean by that? 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: Yes. Trudeau's English 
isn't bad, but he is much better spoken in Odawa. 

Mop DDASTORAL a. Cdon Ut cea hkeaLt 22.4 
problem, but I will have to take instructions on that 
and speak to Mr. Freidin. If we have any concern we 
will let Mr. Zylberberg know today. I don't anticipate 


it will be a problem. I know we have had situations 


like this in the past. 


MADAM CHAIR: I would expect that likely 
won't be a problem. The Proponent has been very 
flexible in these kinds of situations, but they will 
get in touch with you later. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: Both Mr. Wakegijig and 
Mr. Trudeau want to make sure that I bring to the 
Board's attention the fact that what we consider 


ordinarily to be normal cross-examination is sometimes 
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taken by native elders as being interruption which is 
very rude in their culture. 

So I warn everybody ahead of time that I 
might be asking for a great deal more leeway to let 
people answer questions even more fully than the 
questions themselves require in order that they not be 
seen as being rude. 

I am sure that this isn't the first time 
that you have been asked that by people bringing lay 
Native witnesses before the panel. 

MADAM CHAIR: Again, we have found that 
it has been the attempt of everybody at this hearing to 
display the utmost courtesy to witnesses in whatever 
Situation they come to us and there has never been a 
complaint by witnesses that I know of that they haven't 
felt that they had been treated respectfully. 

So I think that we will all take note of 
what you have said and that's fine. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: The other thing has to 
do with room format and, again, some of our native 
witnesses would prefer to have a circular format. 

I must confess that I would feel more 
comfortable with that. That, of course, depends on you 
because what is ultimately important is the best way 


the two of you can understand what everybody has to say 
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as opposed to anything else. 


Is that something I should discuss with 
Mr. Pascoe or leave to you? 

MADAM CHAIR: Mr. Pascoe and the Ministry 
of Natural Resources does all the preparation, all the 
work in setting these up. The Board doesn't care 
whatever the arrangement of the room is. So we will 
leave it to Mr. Pascoe and -- 

MS. BLASTORAH: I don't know whether Mr. 
Zylberberg is aware this is not the room that we will 
be in. We will be in the Cloud room upstairs. It is a 
somewhat smaller room. Perhaps we could take a look at 
it after and just see what arrangements can be made to 
accommodate his witnesses. 

MADAM CHAIR: We are happy to sit in any 
configuration. 

MR. ZYLBERBERG: That's what I figured.
